Attacho at Stockholm, known even ao "lierkopf" (tfe» ggg 
"Brionattl" * or "Dr. I.", who during World War II was one of Germany's 
.i hi *2 at intelligence agents in Stockholm, returned on January 10 for 
the firot time to Sweden after having boon compelled to deport, si- 
milar to the other Axis representatives, from this country ut tho 
close of the war. 
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He arrived in Qothen)>urg on a Swedish visa as a Japanese tusinesj 
Tiin, and the fact that the Allen Control Commission (UtlAnnip^skoonie- 
aionen) hns permitted him to return is considered rather surprising 
by perrons who are familiar with his former activities in this country. 

The General has the reputation of being one of the most skilUAH 
ngents ever affiliated with the German intelligence service and is, in 
addition to Scandinavia, India, Turkey and the leer £* at, an expert 
oven on Spain and Austria, and has extensive contacts even in the USA* 
Hie achievenenta in Stockholm included the selling of diplomatic codes 
to the German intelligence acrvico, which rendered him a good deal of 
Tionoy* It is rot known whether he succeeded in taking Ms earning* 
with him out of this country- 

Onodcra arrived in Gothenburg after having changed at Copenhagen 
from the Tokyo SA3 airplane to the Gothenburg plane. In Gothenburg he 
h*e made a rooervation ot the hotel Perk Avenue in his own name, but 
the roarifl were unoccupied throughout the day. Instead, Onodera was 
occupying a large suit of rooms one storey up which had been booked 
in the rvrne of Torvsld Qsrum. tha Gothenburg businessman. 0 nod era re- 
fused to take any telepone calls and did not wish to comment upon his 
visit in Swoden. 

According to information received from the Alien Control Com- 
mission, Orodsra’a application for a visa was granted already in Os- 
ronbor , nt a seniio n ot which even Lieut. Colonel Kakon Leche from 
the Vfltioml Defense Staff er*i Aealstant Chief of Section Cronvull 
from the Viniatry of Foreign Affairs wore present. There was no one 
to objoct to Onodera’S visa application chiefly because it was not 
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plans eutmitted in writing to Major Heinrich Wensleu* the German Air 
Attach* « consisted in establishing * chain of o*cret wireless stati- 
ons between Stockholm and the USA * with relay stations to be eotab- 
Uahod at Vienna and Barcelona. 

As a counter-service for carrying out this project Onodera - at 
least in his letter to Major Venixlau - only requested to be supplied 
with all the data the Canaan* were able to secure in Portugal and 
3pain for the use of the intelligence service of his own country. 

Onodera was aaong the group of Japanese diplomats who after' the 
war’s end* in accordance with the decree of Qenoral MacArthur* wore 
repatriated to their own country. Onodera stated that be did not in- 
tend to reotsM his former position of an instructor at tbs Royal Ja- 
panese Military Acadeaqr of Tokyo, but Intended to become a private 
citison and attend to hit fans. He tunned, however, to buaiftooa and ’ 
be cane in due course , thanks to his Swedish contacts, representative; 
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of the Gothenburg coapany* 

According to nansglng director Oona, Onodera Is supposed to re- 
main in 9weden for about two months. Hs is to discuss plans on expaiti 
ing Swedish export trade to Japan, but Mr. Gens* did not wish to go j 
into details. ' ' ! '[ 

This paper understands, however, from another source that the 
export plans concern s commodity, which io being produced by s feet- i 
cry owned by the Cooperative Wholesale Society (Kooperativs fflrbund 
det) and is used by the Swedish State Railroads.

According to the papor* General Onodera had a cold even when 
leaving Tokyo. The cold became more severe after Onodera 9 s firat 
contact with the damp Gothenburg alr« which sent him immediately 
to bed* He developed a high temperature and was unable to take uny 
cills because of his sore throat* 

Dlrecor Ocrus says he is not informed of Onodsra’s wartime 
work * but is convinced that he worked solely for his own country 
and never against Sweden* 

SVEHSItA QAGHADBT repeats the information about Onodera* a war- 
time "business transactions" in Sweden* but adds that nothing has 
been officially established* For obvious reasons* he was enable to 
resume his former position st the Tokyo military Academy and bees ms 
0 businessman* The paper points out* however v that the fact that 
Or Oder* 9 a visa application was considered at a plenary session of 
the Allen Control Commission* indies too that the matter mas more 
complicated than usual* This is furthar indicated by the large num*^ 
bar of government authorities and persons contacted in the matter 9 * 
as well as by the presence of the repreeentatlves of the Defense. 

3 toff and Foreign Office at the session of ths Allan Control Corn- 
mi salon* According to the paper* the Foreign Office f Defense staff,
